Throughcut our talke, 
I found bia free of these tendencies toward ere lus tvenese 
which ene encounters so often in exiled groups, and on every 
question whether it concerns the bulletin or the symposiua 
fe CUADERNOS, or our possible work in the Doainican Republic, .
